Mr. Beaven moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the Com|lallil^s' .-Vet, in 
order to prevent the incoriioration of 
Chinese or their employment by incor- 
porated com])anies. The mover stated 
that one of the principal objects of his 
hill was to ]irevent the employment of 
Chinese in connection with the quart/, 
mines which were now fast oiiening up, 

Mr. Dunsiiiuir said that this bill was 
"claji-trap," and if it waa intended as an 
electioneering dodge it would fall short of 
its object. He would move for a si.x 
month's hoist. Seconded lij' Mr. Mason, 

Mr, Turner thought there was some- 
thing in what the last speaker had said. 
It was a well-known fact that tho Chinese 
were better adaiiled for enipioymeut iu 
reduction works than white men. The 
latter could not stand the peculiar kind of 
work. He would be governed a good deal 
liy tin," view up-country members took- of 
the measure. 

The Attorney-Ceueral pointed out that 
the .let Would be unconstitutional and 
could not escape the courts. He said the 
honorable gentleman should have gone a 
little further and jirohibit^d Chinoao from 
being employed for any purpose what- 
ever, <u- a litth; further still and excluded 
them from the kingdom of heaven (laugh- 
tor). Speak.ing for his own district hi^ 
believed if the bill were submitted to his 
constituontsevei'yone would vote against it. 

Mr. Orr said at last session an anli- 
('binest! wave passed over the house, at 
this session a pro-Chinese wave was going 
over it. 

Mr. Davie said ho believed what the 
last sjicaker hud said was partially true 
and it was tho result of the action of those 
who pretended to bo most sincere in the 
anti-Chineso cause. The question being 
dailj' drummed into the ears of members 
of the house provoked a Bentinient favor- 
able to the (.Miinesc. 

,Mr. Mason said if the bill passed it 
winild work most disastrously to tho dis- 
trict of Cariboo, and therefore it would bo 
his duty to oppose, it. 

Mr. ( irant Miiid everything which canio 
froiii the opposition side of the house was 
not "clap traj), " His honorable friend, 
the leader of tho opposition, with whom 
ho could not agree altogether, had always 
been consistent on this question, and hu 
would say the same for the senioi'iiiember 
for Nanaimo, The bill was in almost 
every particular the same as the one which 
passed the house in 1874. 

Col. Bakor said if this bill imssed it 
would bo simply a persecution of tho Chi- 
nese who were among us, A hirge amount 
of mining was done in the province by 
Cliimisu, in diggings abandoned by w hite 
miners. The province derived a hirge 
revenue from these people in the way of 
ta^oH, and its trade was increased by tliem. 

Mr. Duiisinuir said every time the lead- 
er of the opposition opened his mouth ho 
put his foot in it. (Laughter.) It had 
not occurred to him (Mr. Beaven) that the 
liafisage of this bill would intlict a groat 
injiiBtico on ourselves for the simple 
reason that if a company could not got in- 
coriioratod hero they would go to Winni- 
peg, or Oltawii, or London, or elaowiioro 



oiid secure incorporatiuii and coiiio hero 
and go to work. There compaiues 
working mines in tbo province alre&dv 
who had not been incorporated in it. He 
liad no patience with tho hoiiorablo gen- 
tleman's bill. ' .. 

Mr. Beaven claimed that tho meaauro 
would not be uncoiistituliuiml. The house 
had as good a right to s;iy a Chinaman 
should not be enij)lo3'ed by an incorpor- 
ated company as that he sliouUi not have 
a vote. 

Mr, Cowan said tho bill would afford 
great ))rotection tu white 'Iabo>rora and he 
would give it his support. 

Mr, Higgins said there were too many 
unconstitutional cliiuse.') in this bill for so 
intelligent a gentleman as the introducer 
not to know it. He would, bowuvor, vote 
for the second reading of the hill oa the 
understanding that it would go through a 
thorough change in coiiunittoe. Ho re- 
ferred to the energy with which tho Chi- 
nese carried on mining in tho upper coun- 
try wliich was illn.itniled by an iuatiince 
iu which they had constructed a ditch 22 
miles in length. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought the nieasuro 
was too sweeping and far-reaching iu its 
jirovisiiuis, l<'or instance, it would atTect 
our very impiu'tani salmon eiiiiMing indus- 
try and other industries which iimyspring 
up at ail}' time in the future. It waa([uito 
easy to overdo legislutiouof this kind, and 
ho would rather see each individual com- 
pany dealt with instead of fixing ii general 
princi]ile on this kind. 

Mr. Orr sai'l if this bill should receive 
the six months' hoist bo ivould move a 
resolution providing that all clauses in 
private bills, prohibiting the employmenb 
of Chinese, be ropoaled. 

Mr. Dunsmuir would remind the honor- 
aide guiitleinan of the steps which vere 
taken at New Westminster when thoy 
thought his anti-Chiiieao clauses stood in 
the way of theii railway. 

Mr. Davie — Yea, they burnt the honor- 
able gentleman in e£Sgy — he was cremat- 
ed. (Laughter.)

Costigiui id.so moved tho auioiidniont 
to the reaolution of tho Dominion j)afliii- 
mont a fow dtiys ago, and tho purport of 
which was so luucrously misiucerprotod 
by several of our" home rule jounmls, as 
well as some across tho Channel." 

Tho idwaya faithful luul unllinching 
Dublin Ntilitiii idao wrote editoriidly iia 
follows: 

"The Irish peoi)le muat feel grateful to 
the Doiinniou parliament of Ciinadu for 
the reaolution of sjrmpathy with homo 
rule jiiiHsed by that body, we might say 
unanimously, a few days ago. A division 
waa t'lken on the rosohiticui, but the ipiea- 
tioii lay between that hu'iii of words iiiid 
ono still stronger which hiul proviou'sly 
boon proi)oscd, so tlmt bot h imrt iu.s \ otiMl 
in favor of tho princijjlo of homo rnlo for 
Ireland.' , 

' 'A similar resolutitm was passed by the 
Canadian parliainont four years iigo. On 
tho 20tli April, 1882, the Hon. iMr. Coati- 
giui moved that in\ liumblo address be 
presented to her majeaty in favor of ox- 
teiuling to Ireliind some such .sy.stiMU of 
home rule as liiis made Can;ida [iro.spenuis 
mill happy, iuul cvpresaing a hope that tlu' 
time had gcoiiuAvlien Her I\l;ijesty luight, 
exteml her clemency to |iersons in Ire- 
liind undergoing imprisoiimcnt ("V poli- 
ticiil oHences. This motion wiis iulvoiiil 
od by the lioiioriible geiitbuiiiiii in ii v<-iy 
able iuid temiieriili' spi'ei'li; it uiissiip 
ported by tho Hon. Mr. I'.Like, w ho luul 
on a former occasion in tht/ sunu- house 
made roforenco to tho subject; tlu- primi? 
minister, Sir.liiliii Macdoiiiild, expii'ssed 
luH ii[jprovul of the luotiiui, seveiiil hoimr- 
iiblo ineiubcrs spoke warmly and elo- 
ipii'iitly in fiivor of it, iuul no <jne iqiposed 
it, and it was ciiiriod without a division," 
The iV.-^'mi I hen refers to the fiict that 
'he, iiddress of 1882 having been forniirdeil 
to Her Majesty, a reply was aeiit liy the 
then colonial secretary of Ihe libondad 
ministi-iition to the ell'ect tlmt, "in niiil 
tora relating tu Ireland, Her M;tjeaty 
would bo guided by her responsible ad- 
visers, and the parliament of Enijlanil," 
and continijod: 

"It, apeiika well for the spirit of ibc 
Civniidian l)iirliiiiiient that they Iinve not 
Ijeen diacuuniged by this rebulf from 
again, and at thia opportune inomont, 
making a prouounyemont in favor of hoinu 
rule for Ireland. On tlie 4th of the 
present month the Hon. Mr. Blake' 
moved: 'That this houae hails w ith joy 
the siibiiiiasioii to parliament of a ineiiaiire 
recognizing the principle of loeid .self- 
government for IreliUid ;iml ex)>resses nil 
earnest hope that tho principlti of siiid 
meaaura may ho iitlirmed, forming the 
basis of settlonicnt of ii great question, 
and condiiclng to tho peiiee, Iiiip|iincas 
and ))rosperitv' of the emi>iri'. 

"The Hon.' .Mr. liliike is leiolor of the 
ojiposition in the 1 >oiiiiliion In ni.si' of coin- 
uioiis, and it would seem .-is if tin- govi'rn- 
ment ilid not wish tlmt he .slioubl liiive 
the credit of carrying this re.sidution. Tho 
Hon. Mr. Costigan, minialor of inland 
revonuo, iiu.'vod in lunendnient i\ slightly 
watered down edition of it, which was ciir- 
ried on a division liy ii largo iiiiijority. 
But siilistuntwUy both motions iiiatut the 
same Odng. The parliament of Canada 
has declared for a parliament for Ireland; 
tbh filct must have weight with English 
statoauien; it will forever iie griitefully ri'- 
mombcred V)y the Irish people." 

The Wrslfni I'l'opli-, the Iciiding iiiition- 
iilist piiper in the west of Ircliiml, repro- 
duced Mr. Costigan's ciiblogrjini to Mr. 
Pamell, and said: "The distinguisliud 
Canadian minister, John Coatigiui, sends 
from Ottawa a messiigo of .syinpatliy iiinl 
oneoui-igemont to .Air. I'iiinell,"

ing on behalf of tho Irish represe'iitatives 
in the t'iinadiaii p;irliament, ae-iit the fol- 
lowing ciible message to ^Ir, I'iU'iiell.

"As mover of tho Irish resolutions in 

the Caiiiidiiin [larliiiiiient in .April, 1 .SS2, 
iind on Itcliiill of the Irish ropre.seiiliit ives 
in parliament, 1 desire to convey through 
yon to our fellow subjects in Ireland 
oxpresaion of our deep aympathy in their 
struggle for home rule," 

"))'. niiljinii thr .vofnoriit^ mntonoil 
ill lliii.M' rv.iol iitinn.-:, iind, without presiuii- 
ing to pronounce iin opinicui on flu; details 
of jLiiy particular inciisiire propetuniieel , wc 
desire to declikfc to the peo]de of Ireland 
our gratification at the general recognition 
of those views, which has taken place 
since 1882, iin<l to expross our li^pe ibiit 
the time liiis come when, williuiit iiijiiiy 
to t he interests of I ho I'nileil Kingiioiu, 
or to iiny seetinii of ii, such a ,systeiii nf 
Helf-govcriiiiii-ul luiiy be given to the Irish 
people as will meet their reasonable de- 
mands, and fullil the iinticipatiuns wliidi 
have boon ,so highly cherished fin their 
behiilf by niiiiiy of her majesty's subjects 
in this portion of the eiiipiic," 

To the foregoing Mr. Cosligun received 
the following reply from Mr. I'amoll : —

THE LIBERALS SPOUT. 

An Alarming Array of AssortJong— Hon. A. N. 
ItlcUardB Lamely Aus wers Sir John's Query— 
A Quiet, Orderly Meetbi^. 

Last evening Captain McCallum hold a 
meeting and addressed aii audience in Tho 
Victoria. On the stage were Hon. A. N. 
Richards, dipt. McCallum, T. ,T. Burnea, 
Ernest Bod well, J. M. Steuhouae, M.P.P., 
J. C. flIcLugan, McNab Stuart, J. Mc- 
Clymont, Reginald -Nuttall, and other 
lights of the liberal party.' -' ' ' 

Dr. Milne, chairman, in a few . well 
chosen words, referred to the objecba uf 
the libeiiil party, uud called upon 

Ca|)t. McCallum, who was well received. 
Heading from his written speech he said 
that thu C. I'. H. construction now caused 
every workman to p.iy one dollar out of 
every three thai, ho earns. The captain 
referred to the Chinese question and 
thought it was a question that still was a 
live issue. He appealed to the iiudience 
to know if they would support men at the 
pnlls who were pledged to support Sir 
John Macdonald. Two voices answered 
"No," and there was very slight applause. 
Ho claimed that in building the C. P. R. 
Sir .lolin Macdonald had unduly taxed the 
[leuple, and tha,t British Columbia was 
more highly taxed ^ than any other com- 
munity in the world ! The captain here 
read some theoretical ideas on what lie 
tliouf<hL should be the ptdicy of a gov- 
eniment. He also read some of the 
poimlar ideas on land tenure. Ho said 
that the country was gradually being 
ac([uireil by men of lat^e means and in a 
vile way. He claimed that the reign of the 
lurieH)i;idbeen characterized by 0(jrniption. 
The a'.^grcgiiled wealth of tho provinces 
went to the Dominion to currupt the ^juv- 
(■rniiient and to make Sir .luiin's fricucls 
wealthy. He said his eh^ctioii Was a small 
matter in comparison with the groat (piea- 
tions at issue, and after further remarks 
retired aniid applause. 

Air. West said thtit according to news- 
paper talk, to 1)0 a liberal was to be 
socially ostracized, bomnierciall^- buy- 
eottod, and politically ignored. lie 
claimed that Sir .Tohil'a puliey bail iiut 
given us the promised "fair day's jiay 
fur a fair daj^'s wurk," that it had nut been 
beiu-lirial tu the workers fruin one end. uf 
the I •uiniiiion tu llu! other. Ho claimed 
that the Macdonald governuient wore re- 
siioui^jblo for the Northwest reln-l- 
lion, that the Macdonald govern- 
ment were re8]i(msible for tho presence 
uf ("llin(^se, and that thei-e were not good 
times in tlie maritime province.'!. Me 
slated that when j'oung men came here 
fruin the east that they weie told that 
Chinese labor was cheaper and preferable 
to white, and they woro sent back or over 
to the United .States. Speaking of the 
land question he claimed that the alien- 
ating of l.an.ls for rai!'.v;iy purposes wa.s .-i 
wrong. He attain referreil to the liberal 
party principlea, and urged thoui to vote 
tor the liberal candidate. Mr. West wan 
loudly cheered on resuming his seat. 

Hon. A. N. Fticliards said there never 
bel'ure was a liberal candfdato before 
I hem for their sutrrages. Reforriug to 
Sir .John Macdonald's qucHtiun wliili! 
in \'ictoria, "tfi point out one law 
im the statute books during the 
Mackenzie a<luiniist rat iuii which had beiie- 
lited man, wumau or ciiild in liritish 
Columbia/" Mr. R. claimed that the 
l.iwK passed by Mackenzie tilled hve hiif^e 
boukB. He had introduced voting by 
ballot, and made other important amend- 
luentu to the ■ act, which were of groat 
liciielit tu the elecloi's. Ilo thought if any 
mall liad sloud up and askeil Sir .lolin 
aliiiiit llio elia'tion law ho would have 
liocu surprised ! Mr. .Mackt^iizie h;id en- 
acted a law which provided for the lettmi; 
of all contracts by tender. Referring to 
the P.P.R. contract, he said Sir John had 
never asked for tondei's, but quietly ar- 
iHiieed it willi men whuiu Air. Uicluirds 
cuiild nut H'luember. Mackenzie would 
Imve built, it by public cumpetioii, ami 
would have made iixed ch.arges, which Sir 
.luliu hail lailed to do. He claimed that 
nearly all courts of appeal had been es- 
tablished by liberals. Mr. Ilichiirds re- 
ferred to various laws that had been pa.sg 
ed diirlni; tin; .Mackenzie adi/iiiiistratiuii.
